It  was  the  purpose  of  the  hHorace  Mann  Centennial  Com- 
mission that  a  movement  should  be  started  during  the  cen- 
tennial year  1939,  which  would  be  as  significant  for  the  cen- 
tury ahead  as  Horace  Mann's  establishment  of  the  normal 
school  had  been  for  the  century  past.  They  selected  for  this 
movement  FUTURE  TEACHERS  OF  AMERICA  designed  to 
give  teachers  in  preparation  practice  in  teacher-teacher 
and  teacher-citizen  relationships  through  projects  compar- 
able to  the  value  of  the  work  with  children  which  they  had 
been  given  during  the  past  century  in  the  laboratory 
schools.  The  organization  is  sponsored  by  the  State  and  Na- 
tional Education  Associations,  and  it  participates  in  as  many 
of  the  activities  of  each  association  as  the  membership  is 
capable  of  conducting.  The  movement  has  spread  to  every 
state  in  the  Nation  and  has  done  much  for  the  recruitment 
of  teachers  as  well  as  for  the  development  of  additional 
teacher  competencies.
